thofe that are guilty of fuch Praétices, tho’ he knows 
he could not procure a fingle Vore in any Corpo- 
ration in England, upon any other Motive in the 
World, but his ready Money ; he will inveigh with 
great Wrath and Bitternef, againft thofe who ftand 
in Oppofition to the neighgouring Gentlemen, who 
have, what he calls, a natural Interef, tho’ all the 
Money in the Exchequer, would not purchafe him 
a Seat in the Houté, in any Place where he is known, 
if it was even more proftirute and corrupt, than he 
wr ag could reprefent any Borough in tae Kingdom 
to be. 

Tuo’ no Man alive is a worfe Oecconomift, or a 
greater Squanderer in his own private Affairs, yet 
no Man is fo es a Manager, and fo extremely 
frugal in every ‘Thing that concerns the Publick ; he 
is a perfect Mafter of the Funds and Revenues, and 
knows to a Farthing what Expence the Nation can 
bear ; and tho’ it might puzzle him perhaps to caft up 
a Sum of twenty $ lings, yet he is perpetually 
conning over the publick Accounts, and talks of Ft- 
gures in fuch a Manner, as if no Man in England was 
fo well qualified as him{élf to perfide atthe Head of 
the Treafurys his publick Spirit is fo great, that while 
he is in continual Anxiety about the Bebts of the Na- 
tion, he never once troubles his Head about his own, 
and if he could but hit upon a Method to pay off the 
former, he would not care a Rufh, whether the latter 
were ever difcharged or no; his Frugality extends 
fo far, as even to faporets all the Salaries of the great 
Officers of State; who, in his Opinion, ought to 
ferve their Country for nothing, and he would have 
the Nation imitate his own Example of Frugality in 
that one Inftance at leaft, for his Servants never 
receive any Wages. 

Tuo’ he will borrow to the utmoft Extent of his 
Credit, and mortgage to the laft Acre, for a Horfe 
Race or a Hazard Table, and throw away his whole 
Stock tipon one Heat, or one Caft ef the Dice, yet he 
is fo difinterefted a Patriot, that he will oppofe with 
all his Vigour, any Propofal for a Lottery, tho’ for 
ever fo neceflary an Oceafion, and to promote a Work 
of the greateft publick Urility ; becaufe a Lottery is 
an Encouragement to Gaming, which in his Senatorial 
Capacity he thinks is an Evil of the moft pernicious 
Confequence, and ought not to receive the leaft Coun- 
tenance from the Legiflature. 

Tuo’ his Reading never reached beyond a Pam- 
phlet, or the Papers of the Day ; and tho’ he has had 
no more Experience in Affairs, than he could pick up 
by driving a Poft Chaife thro’ France and /taly, yet no 
one is better acquainted with the Laws, Policy, 
{nterefts, Views and Intrigues of all the Courts of 
Europe than he ; indeed fuch comprehenfive Know- 
ledge fo eafily attain’d, is or wonderful ; but Men 
of Genius, it muft be confider’d, have all their 
Wifdom and Knowledge by Intuition, without any 
of that Toil and Drudgery, which others are obliged 
to fubmit td. . 

By the Force of fuch prodigious i 
out the Jeaft Affiftance from Experience, Obfervation, 
or Learning, he has difcoveréd'that in former Times, 
two or three Hundred Years ago, perhaps, we were 
a free People, and had an excellent ftitution ; 
but that now we are worfe than Galley Slaves, and 
have no Conftirution at all ; that our Government for 
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fome Years paft, has been left intirely to Chance or 
the Stars, for that there has not becn a Man of com- 
mon Senfe in the Admini(tration ; that the Minifters 
have not done one right Thing, nor purfued one 
wife Meafure, but what was pointed out to them by 
their Adverfaries ; and thar tho’ they may be allowed 
to underftand a few Matters relating to the Funds and 
Revenues, yet as to foreign Affairs, they are as igno- 
rant of the Councils and Defigns of the Princes of 
Europe, as they are of the Councils and Defigns of 
the Emperor of China or the Great Mogul; and that 
they know no more how to make a Treaty, than they 
do how to draw a1 Indentuie or a Marriage Settle 
ment ; and in a Word, thar the pref.nt Tran uility 
is the Work of Neceiflity or Chance, and is only @ 
dead Ca!m foreboding a Storm, which will foon butt 
with more Rage and Fury than ever: Tnef: are the 
young Patriots Sentiments on publick Affairs, and the 
Subftance of all the Speeches he makes when his Me- 
mory does not fail him, and he is nor obliged to flop 
fhort in the Middl:. 

Iam forry to tay it; but indeed this unhappy Turn, 
which the young Gentlemen of the prefent Times 
have taken to get Seats in the Houle of Commons, 
and the Fondnefs they fhew to be thought fine 
Speakers, have been the utter Ruin of many a pretty 
promifing Genius, which might have fucceeded very 
well, if it had followed the plain and dire&t Road 
that Nature, who is the beft Guide, had pointed out 
to it; and if it had not ftrayed out of the Way, to 
be loft in a Wildernef3, or clamber’d up a Mountain, 
to tumble down a Precipice ; for that is ufually the 
Confequence of Talents miftaken or mifapply'd. 

THERE isthany a fmart, fprightly, young Fellow, 
who might be able to make fome Sort of Figure at 
an Aflembly or a Drawing Room, who could enter 
tain the Ladies pretty tolerably with the common 
Tittle Tattle of the Town, and may be, bolt out 
now and then a fprightly thing of his own, who with 
a little Care and Application, might arrive in time to 
write Verfes well enough to put in for a Prize in the 
Gentleman's Magazine, and might even pafs for a Ge- 
nius, in what is general called, good Company, if he 
did not undo all himéelf, by affeéting ro be thoughr a 
great Man; but when once he takes that Turn, and 
begins to puzzle his poor Head with Politicks, he 
foon deftroys his light, flimfy ‘Texture of his Brain, 
and grows cither a Fool or a M adman. 

I do not know where this Humour may end at laft ; 
but I am fure it has been attended with very bad 
Confequences already : Operas and Plays are intirely 
neglected ; Fainel i lings to empty Boxes, and Senefine 
has left the Kingdom in Difguft: If it had not been 
for Pafquin and Vaux, Hall, ail Remains of Politenefs 
would long fince have been extinguifhei among us, 
and even the Succefs of the former is more to be im- 
puted to the Politicks that are in it, than to its Wit 
and Humour ; for feveral great and noble Perfons, 
equally diftinguifhed for their good Senfe and delicacy of 
Tape, have confidered that finjhed Piece not asa 
Farce, or a Droll, but as a refined Satyr of State, 
which for excellency of Contrivance, and elegance of 
Writing, never had its Parallel, except in the late 
ingenious ney in the Craft/man, between a 
Vintner and an Excifeman.
